Epstein notes, correctly, that 
Brennan testified the assassin 
was standing in the window, as 
he shot.

AT A POLICE LINEUP THE 
BAY of the assassination, 
Brennan said he could not 
positively identify, Oswald as 
the assassin.

The commission, however, 
does not question Brennan’s 
credibility that he saw a man 
firing a rifle from a depository 
window because near that win- 
dow were found not only a rifle 
but shells and fingerprints of 
Lee Harvey Oswald. 

It might also be noted, 
although Epstein does not, that 
while on'Nov.22 Brennan said 
he could not make positive 
identification, he did then say 
that man No. 2 in the lineup 
“most closely resembled” the 
man he saw, in the window. Lee 
Harvey Oswald was man No. 2.
